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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The addition of "outside of the human spine" changes the scope of the claims as well as adding the issue of 
new matter. It appears applicant only has support for bone outside of the anterior cervical spine, not the entire spine nor outside a human 
specifically. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant largely argued assuming that the 
amendment would be entered. For the other arguments dealing with the mutually exclusive argument as well as patentably distinct, 
applicant Is not persuasive except for the evidence showing U.S. Patent 6,592,586 as being distinct. Applicant is reminded that in regard 
to determining If double patenting exists, it Is the claims that are judged against one another, not the Inventions. Due to the patents that 
recite more structure, they anticipate the current claims. Applicant should also realize that merely using a straight bone plate versus a 
concave bone plate for other regions of the body is also obvious which would require an additional double patenting rejection should 
applicant continue with amending around the anterior cervical spine. 
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
